and that “slacking" by all workers 
was a common practice. 
Mr. W alker D. Hines, one 
of the 
country’s foremost 
railroad 
m ana­ 
gers., who succeeded William Oibbs 
McAdoo a i director general of tran s­ 
portation, completely refutes this al­ 
legation. 
In his report 
to 
the 
president, 
March I, 1920, Mr. Hines said: 
♦ “Th© apparent predisposition 
on 
the part of a large portion 
of 
the 
public to attribute this 
policy 
(in­ 
creasing the working personnel) to a 
governmental agency has led van* 
ous speakers and newspapers into a 
wholly incorrect estimate of the sit* 
uatton." 


Working Hours Less Under Federal 
Centrol 


Practically 
all railroad 
workers, 
Mr. Hines said, were 
paid 
by the 
hour, therefore the num ber of 
men 
employed was 
of 
no 
significance. 
The outstanding fact Is that the gov­ 
ernm ent actually paid for less hours 
than during private operation. 
Mr. 
Hines in his report said: 
"The controlling fact 
in 
this 
matter of the 
number of em­ 
ployes Ie that the number is de­ 
termined 
by 
the 
number 
of 
hours they work per day. Cl girt 
hours of work can be done in a 
day by 8 employes lf they work 
10 hours each, while 
it 
would 
take 
10 
employes 
working 
8 
hours each 
to 
do 
the 
same 
amount of work. 
“The eight hour day has been 
es­ 
tablished as a general policy of the 
railroad 
administration. 
This 
change of policy 
has 
undoubtedly 
brought about an 
increase 
in 
the 
num ber of employee, but it has 
not 
brought an increase in the number of 
hours of work paid for. 
"It is the number of hours of * 
work paid for and not the num­ 
ber of employes which is the sig­ 
nificant thing with respect to op­ 
erating expenses. 
"The fact Ie that the number 
of hours of work paid for by the 
railroad administration 
in 
1919 
was less than in 
1916, 
1917 or 
1918." 
The efficiency of the workers dun- 
log federal control is vouched for by 
Mr. Hines, who declares that they 
delivered a greater number of traf­ 
fic units per man hour than had ever 
before been obtained. 
Testifying before the senate com­ 
m ittee on Interstate commerce, Jan ­ 
uary 24, 1922, Mr. Hines said that 
the traffic units of service per man 
hour had increased from 82 per cent 
in 1915 to 96 per cent in 1917 and 
1918 and to IOO per cent in 1919, "A

Evidence corroborating Mr. Hines*

en at all times by . . . employes." 
In his 1919 report Mr. Aishton 
ex­ 
pressed “most sincere 
appreciation 
for the splendid, loyal and efficient 
support given at all times by the of­ 
ficers and employes of all railroads 
in the northw estern region." 
A. H. Smith is one of the leading 
railroad executives of the country. 
Before federal control he was presi­ 
dent of the New York Central. 
He 
was made regional 
director 
of the 
eastern district by Mr. McAdoo and 
continued in that capacity for many 
months. 
At the conclusion of his 
public service he 
returned 
to the 
New York Central as its head and 
since has been regarded as an au­ 
thorized spokesman for the associa­ 
tion of railway executives.

FIRST TO ILLUSTRATE 300K 


Roman W riter Is Credited With Inno­ 
vation, Many Years Before the 
Coming of Christ. 


Book illustrations are so common 
nowadays, and the various processes 
of reproducing pictures in print so 
highly developed, that It seems al­ 
most strange to contemplate the fact 
that thoro was a time when the first 
illustrated book created a veritable 
'Sensation. 
The event occurred In the year 70 
B. C. 
Varro, a rather mediocre writer 
of ancient Home, had been struggling 
for 
recognition 
for 
a 
good 
many 
years when he suddenly conceived the 
Idea of preparing a volume containing 
tho Iii. rraphlos of 700 of his most fa­ 
mous folio w-citizens. 
. 
History Is silent on the rather In­ 
teresting 
question 
whether 
Varro 
charged them for his sendees or not, 
hut it is loud in his praise as the 
first writer who conceived the idea of 
Illustrating his work with portrait!. 
They were crudely drawn, and as 
to whether they wore good likenesses 
or -not, will always remain an open 
question. 
But they were Illustrations 
all the same, and after that the cus­ 
tom of embellishing historical works 
with drawings became a fad among 
Hie writers of those days. 


Jenny Lind In 1851. 
/ Anne Hollingsworth Wharton writes 
in her book, “In Old Pennsylvania 
Towns,” that while visiting in Hol­ 
lidaysburg friends told her of other 
and more romantic associations, still 
recalled by old inhabitants who re­ 
membered Jenny Lind’s visit to Blair 
county in 1831. 
Mr. Snyder related 
an incident connected with the Swed­ 
ish singer’s stay at Ihe Mountain 
house, which was situated at a rail­ 
road junction near Hollidaysburg.

quisite, said the narrator, that the 
birds, her only hearers except the 
coachman, must have felt that a rival 
of their own kind had Joined them. 
The view of the hill and valley may 
have reminded the Swedish nightin­ 
gale of some scene In her own land, 
as the song with which she broke In 
on the stillness of the mountain side 
was “Home, Sweet Home.” 


Erie Canal Souvenir. 
•dearly IOO years ago, when the 
Erie canal was opened, De Witt Clin­ 
ton poured a bucket of w ater from 
Lake Erie Into New- York bay as part 
of the opening exercises. 
The keg 
'which was made use of on this occa­ 
sio n was preserved and now reposes 
In the museum of the New York His­ 
torical society. Clinton was really the 
father of the Erie canal and worked 
up a sentiment In its favor in the 
face of the greatest opposition. After

JEFFERSON CITY. March IO.-- 
Missouri farmers are holding but 91,- 
558,000 bushels 
of 
grain 
on their 
farms at the present time, as com­ 
pared to 134,73.3.000 bushels during 
March last 
year, 
according to re­ 
ports received by E. A. Bogan and 
Jewell Mayes 
of the 
federal-state 
crop reporting serv’lce, which were 
made public today. 
The amount of grain on Missouri 
farms at the present time is 32 per 
cent less than the amount on farms 
at the same time last year, the re­ 
port 
indicates. 
Missouri 
farm ers 
have only 38 per cent of their 1921 
corn crop on hand, as compared to 
47 per cent In March, 1921, 15 per 
cent of their 1921 w heat crop, as 
against 24 per cent last year, and 37 
per cent of the oats crop, against 44 
per cent last year. 
“The amount of corn on Missouri 
farms is considerable less than an­ 
ticipated,” the March report states. 
“The surplus Is found In the north­ 
ern sections of the state, with slight 
surplus In w’estern counties. 
Oats 
held on farms totals more than usual 
at this period of the year, but the 
amount la considerably less than last 
year. The quality of the oats produc­ 
tion In 1921 was low and only small 
amounts have been shipped out of 
the county where produced. 
“Land values have been shown a 
decrease over the same period last 
year. Plow lands of the ‘good’ class 
are valued at $88 at the present time 
as compared to a valuation of $106 
last year, while ‘poor’ plow lands are 
placed at $58 an acre as compared 
with $88 last year. Farm lands with 
improvements are estimated at $80 
an acre, against $96 In 1921. There 
is very little changing hands of land 
at the present time, due to the fact 
that owners are reluctant to sell and 
prospective purchasers are holding 
off. 
“The general agricultural outlook 
is brighter than at any period for the 
last 18 months. 
Rising farm prices 
have stimulated the farm spirit and 
a growing confidence is apparenL 
Farmers are more disposed to pro­ 
ceed with plans for a full season’s 
planting and production than at any 
time for months. 
“W heat has been benefited by re­ 
cent rains and snows. Abandonment 
of wheat acreage will be low', judging 
from present indications, and wheat 
prospects are good in roost count- 
trles. 
The crop is going Into the 


‘growing seaso.. in better chape and] 
I with a better outlooK than last y^ar. | 
ir;oll conditions are good with suffi-! 
cient moisture for early spring work ! 
and crop growth. 
! 
“Indications are that Zdissourl W'ill i 
produce a large fruit crop during the 
coming season. 
Fruit prospects are I 
good throughout the state, with ap -1 
pie buds 91 per cent normal and I 
peach buds 92 per cent normal. Re- i 
'cent tests in a number of the coun-1 
ties show healthy conditions of all 
the major fruits. 
“Crop acreages for 1922 will show 
little change over 1921. 
Farmers I 
are now disposed to plant approxi­ 
mately the same corn acreagf as last 
year, but oats w'ill show a slight de­ 
crease. 
Cotton acreage promises to 
be greater, as does the watermelon, 
sw'eet potato, straw berry and grape | 
acreage.
